powers in, the hands of a county 
executive. 

‘The county would be the first 
im_Mlinois to adopt the county 
executive form of government 
under legislation enacted in 1985. 

In Madison’ and most Illinois 
counties, voters elect-representa- 
tives to a county board. The 
board members_choose ‘a board 
chairman from among their 
membership. The chairman pre- 
sides over board meetings and 
performs limited executive func- 
tions. 

The. county executive form of 
government would add an execu- 
tive branch to county govern- 
ment, headed by a county execu- 
tive elected by voters at large. 

A county executive would have 
significantly more power to 
shape and implement policy than 
a county board chairman. 

Petitions filed in Circuit Court 
last week call-for a referendum 
in March on adoption of the 
alternative system of govern- 
ment. Advocates of the change,

Lock funded 
in new budget

WASHINGTON .— Alton’s 
Lock & Dam 26, slated’ for $79 
million in improvements in the 
next nine months, ~ rolled 
unscathed past the budget-cut- 
ting ax at year’s end. 

A US. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers official ‘in Washington, 
Larry Devick, said, ‘‘Congress 
appropriated the amount that 
was in the-president’s budget.”’ 

Dogged by worries about 
investment markets and auto- 
matic Gramm-Rudman spending 
cuts, Congress agreed on a final 
budget package of $600 billion; 
with $3 billion in cuts from 
virtually every federal program.

About $4~ million will be-used- 
to continue the engineering on a 
second new lock, and another $75 
million will go to construction 
work on the 1,200-foot main lock, 
two’ miles downstream from the 
present locks and dam. The 
money will be available in,Janu- 
ary, Officials. said. . 

The project, which accounts 
fur about 300 jobs in the Metro 
East area, is expected to cost 
more than $964 million by -the 
time it is completed, making it 


the largest water development~ 


project in the country.

Trade center 
topic of talks 


Cahokia Mounds is referred to 
as the prehistoric New York by 
the archaeological commun:ty: 
During the Mississippian period, 
900-1300 A.D., exotic materials 
-and practical household goods 
were brought from as far as the 
Gulf Coast, to the south, and-the 
Great Lakes, to the north. 

During 1988; a lecture series 
entitled ‘‘Cahokia Mounds: A 
Crossroads of Commerce,” will 
discuss trade routes, and the 
goods being imported and 
@xported from the city of Caho- 
kia Mounds. 

Dr. John Kelly, an archaeolo- 
gist with the Central Mississippi 
Valley Archaeological Research 
Institute, will open the lecture 
series-on Jan. 24 with a program 
on ‘Cahokia: Gateway to the 
North.”” 

Dr. Kelly theorizes that a 
majority- of Cahokia goods were 
traded to the north, as can be 
seen from excavations at various 
northern. Mississippian sites. 

On Feb. 28, Dr. Neal Lopinot, 
an archaeologist from Southern 
Illinois University at. Edwards- 
ville, will examine the acquisi- 
tion of wood; an important 
household’and city commodity. 

With 10,000 to 20,000 people liv- 
ing at Cahokia, the need for 
wood was in high demand for 
houses, fires, stockade walls, 
Woodhenge, and other private 
and public works. Dr. Lopinot 
will examine the high demand 
and how it was supplied in his 
talk, “‘Wood Utilization at Caho- 
kia: Evidence for’ Local and 
Non-Local Procurement.” 

Salt production and trade from 
Southern [Illinois to Cahokia 
Mounds will be the focus of the 
March 13 lecture by Dr. Jon 
Muller, an archaeologist from 
Southern Illinois University at 

+ Carbondale. 

In his lecturt pecialization 
and a Grain of Salt,’ Dr.. Muller 
will also touch on the trade of 
engraved shells 

Dr. George Holley, an archae- 

ologist from Southern Illinois 
University—at- Edwardsville, will 
conclude the series on April 10 
with a lecture, *“The Identifica- 
tion of Exchange and Its Impor- 
tance in the Growth of Cahokia.” 
He will examine “how trade is 
identified and the implications of 
trade on an organized society 
such as existed at Cahokia 
Mounds

ater
